‘A Report on Red Economy "

STALINGRAD, Russia', . .*
(Delayed)—During the entire
40-year turbulent Communist
history here in Russia, the
government has been in fi-
nancial, troubles. The reader
may say that so has the Unit-
ed States and the rest of the
world in the past 40 years,
which is, of course, true. But
the United States has mever
repudiated its bonded obliga-
tions to its citizens. And this
make an important differ-
ence in any comparison of

financial crisis inside Russia *

as compared with the U. S,
S yriiNy

Communist Party Secretry
Nikita Khrushchev appeared
before ‘a mass meeting here
in Stalingrad, as well as oth-
er Rushian indiistrial centers,

~a few months ago, and told
workers that'the government
decided to postpone interest
payments and redemption of
outstanding Russian bonds
for at least:20 years more.
This is the third consecutive
repudiation of payment since
the original bonds were issu-
ed in 1928 at the time of the
first five-year plan, The fotal
value of these bonds is a stag-
gering 260,000,000,000 rubles,
or '$65 billion. This would be
like the U, S. government re-
pudiating the redemption of
1 $55,000,000,000 in U. S. Sav:
ings bonds outstanding.

The controlled Soviet press
is still saying along the route
I covered from Moscow here
that the “people have accept-
ed their government's deci-
sion with applause and en:
thusiasm.” One item'quoting
Mr: Khrushchev reported
that ‘“the universal accept-
ance of bond payment defer-
ment by the Russian people}
would be especially puzzling
to the capitalists of the West,
who 'could never understand
,ihis patriotic spirit of our

In
Russia they were forced to;
with weekly deductions from
their paychecks. This is all

It’s downright stupidity to
even assume that.the Russian
people will, of their own free
will, continue to buy govern-
ment’ bonds' now that. they
know they will not be re-
deemed for some 20 years, if

‘ever. It's like a Toss, of their
savings, or a radical change
in whatever plans they had
made ot use. their savings
bonds for their decling years.
No doubt millions of Russian
people were counting on the’
redemption of their bonds —
with interest—to take. it eas-
ier, or even fo retire. Many

of them are senior citizens,

who will not be around to re-

_ deem the bonds éven if they

could 20 years from now.
.The whole manipulation is

nothing but a Soviet admis-

_ sion that there is not enough
money in the Communist till
to redeem the honds and
such drastic steps are neces-
sary to prevent financial ca-
tastrophe. Inability to pay
debts is a serious risk in any
private enterprise. But gov-
ernment default on its honor-
ed obligations to its own citi-
zens under such circum-
stances, as announced by the
Soviet government, is a con-
fession of Soviet bankruptey
pure and simple,

The
question of liability is vital.
Anyone who suffers 'loss or
damage through the actions
of five inexperienced' city
councilmen or their numer-
ous untrained political ap-

_ pointees is entitled to sue the

~municipality. What would it
cost to employ a city attorney
experienced enough fo keep
such a group within the law?
How much insurance would
cover the risk? %

county specify that the “city”
will assume all liability con-
cerning county employes
while working for the “city,”
and will defend the county
in any litigation arising from
the contract. Feneal
